The old 
and solid road-bed, abandoned for years, had to be relaid, ballasted, 
re-railed, and safely spiked. Those who expected a miraculous change, a 
blissful freightage of prosperity and a sudden growth of wealth, were 
disappointed. The Democratic press and the mugwump grumbler, ap- 
pealing to an impatient gathering, joined in a common howl and de- 
nounced as a delusive betrayal that which just before they had claimed 
was impossible. 2 

“Four months have passed of actual Republican control, and have 
you,” said the dervishes, “seen any betterment?

Why are they not reconciled? ‘The political millennium is not 
here and therefore there can be no betterment. The Republican policy 
has not fruited with its few months of blossom, and its political tree 
should be cut down as a fraud.” 

This is substantially the sum-total of the grumbling and is the ser- 
mon and a part of the mission of fault-finding.

The 
injudicious proposition of the Blair bill to provide by federal assist- 
ance for education in the south, taking from the states the burden and 
the duty of bettering its citizéns, although proposed by a Republican, was 
defeated by Republican opposition. The erratic proposition of Senator 
Stanford to turn the federal treasury into a loan department, and add a 
power likely to be abused to a power already too great and likely to be fur- 
ther used by any administration, as such power is now used by individuals 
as a colorable method of political control, will meet the same fate. It is 
fortunate that political miracles are not possible. Natural and national 
processes cannot be swift. In good time, if impatience does not strangle 
judgment, the Republican policy will not only retain, but add to and 
enlarge, the reasonable prosperity we, as a people, are enjoying. J. A.
